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Following the originators name you will find two numbers, thus: 6-12, which 
means that for the past two years this variety bloomed approximately on June 12th. 
You can now make up a complete 2 month spread of bloom by selecting your plants 
according to this system. Below are blocks of dates to pick from for a two month 
spread. Pick one or more from each block and you will have blooms for two full 
months. This is the first time that anyone has ever taken the trouble to note month 
and day of bloom for each variety. Of course in the nor.h the blooms will start later 
and the farther south you go the blooms will start sooner.

Remember, the size of a plant does net indicate better plants, as some plants make 
small divisions and some plan‘s are as Jarge as cornstalks. Some nurseries also feed 
their plants heavily with nitrogen fertilizer thus swelling up the plant to large juicy 
sizes, but beware of these plants because while they look beautiful upon arrival. you 
will find that they have a habit of setting back and sulking from a year, sometimes 
until the second year. We have purchased such plan’s and know what we are talking 
about, you can be sure we do not reorder from these sources egain. Normaly a plant 
should bloom the following season if grown in a normal manner. The fertilizing should 
be done after you plant the plant so tha: it can more easily become accustomed to your 
soil. Also our plants are shipped by a special process so that they arrive green and 
crisp right out of the garden. No dried up small roots from us, ever.
